Many old Aryan woidt re- 
nmiiwd in um among the lower ortlcm but wore 
never idmittcd into literary composition, either 
I bcttkWO they wrro stigraatiaod nn vulgar, or lo- 
cal!** Urahnanioal literature, c^mflned torcligiotn 
jdiilcwvphy and ritual, hnd no need of Uictit. Th6 
Hindi |oeta, however, recoiviug such word* Pm* 
kritixed by lapao of time, from their father*, 
make no scruple of using them, mid if, n* often 
Happens, they are no longer in u*c in liuslcni 
times, their meaning m excosnively diffienll *f 
disrovery, became neither the ancient Nnnkrit 
nor tin modern Hindi nflVml imy chic to their 
origin or acnsc.

The mention of 
dtiith wits nlnayxreeeivid uichdmats ofUughter 
by tlieiii. mil onoof them told me lhat n dead 
|seson dMIW(d only to bo kicked, lie possibly 
only joked, and there can ho little doubt that 
thu Ohilgit |mplo are not very communicative 
aUiit their hotter feelings. It would bo ridiculous 
however, to deny them tho possession of natural 
filings, although I certainly Ubere that they 
arc not ovcrdmrden^l with them, In Aator tho 
i nil ii nice of Kashmir ha« nude the pe^iplo otteml 
a little morn ti> thecvTcinoitlus of tlio Muuthimii 
rvllgkm. 

Iu Child** rigour U oWrved in the malnle- 
imnco of nllgloUH pradK x, but idsuwhtiiv thirt* 
exists the gventest laxity. In fart, so rude are 
the |wople, H ut they have no written elinrailcr 
uf their own, nnd till very recently thu art of 
writing (Persian) was confined to, perhaps, tho 
IhiyiH uf these enquiries, or rather to their 
Mtmdit», when they hud any.
